On Friday, May, 1 8, 20 12, at approximately 2 1 30 hours, First District Units responded to 1 200 North Capitol" - 
Street, N. W., for the aggravated assault. Arriving on the scene, officers discovered the victim later identified as 
Mr. JOHN WESLEY GRIFFIN, suffering from multiple stab wounds to the upper body. The victim was 
unconscious and unresponsive. DCFD Medic#2 5 responded to the scene and subsequently transported the victim 
to MEDSTAR where he was later pronounced dead at 2223 .hours. 

On Friday May 18, 2012, investigators met with and interviewed W-l who related on the above date while in the 
1200 block of North Capitol Street, Northwest, IT observed the defendant chasing the decedent in the street. At 
this point W 1 further related IT then observed the defendant punching the decedent. After this assault concluded 
W-l stated IT observed the decedent fall to the ground and at this point W-l observed a knife in the defendant's 
hand. W-I then staled IT then heard the defendant state "flick the police". W-l related at this point the 
defendant fled on foot with W-l in pursuit where the defendant made good his escape.

On Saturday May 19, 2012, Doctor ^nil Prashar of the Office of the Chief Waical Examiner performed an 
autopsy and determined the decedent had a total of seven (7) wounds. Four (4) Stab wounds and three {3) 
incision wounds. The cause of death was multiple stab wounds to the upper body and the maimer of death has 
been ruled a HOMICIDE. 

Based on the aforementioned facts and circumstances, the affiant believes probable cause exists and therefore, 
respectfully request that an arrest warrant be issued for Herbert Hancock Hayes.
